Minutes for July 20, 2011 

Call to Order:   

Meeting was called to order at 1:00 PM by President Sandfort.  Present at the meeting were

The date of compliance was 7/16/11.  Removal/retention will be determined at a hearing to be 

held on August 10, 2011.  

President Sandfort will contact 3 remaining Police Chief candidates to interview on a date to be 

determined at the August 10, 2011 meeting.  He has the approval of the Commission to contact 



Southworth Associates to do preliminary background checks on the three remaining 

candidates.  An extensive check will occur after the interview process is complete.   

Motion was made to Ley and seconded by Peterson to adjourn.  Motion carried.  Time was  

3:35 PM.
